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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, Ozawa does teach an integrated circuit. 
For example, figure 2 of Ozawa shows a semiconductor device or integrated circuit 20A comprising layer 33 or 33A having conductors 
59, 62 which are shown in figures 4, 5. Second, Rostoker does teache about plurality of diogonal conductors. Figures 4, for example, 
shows diagonal condutors 128, 131. Although in each of layers 118 and 119, only one diagonal conductor line being shown, it is obvious 
and well known in the art that for simplicity, just a few or even only one conductor line per layer needed to be shown. 
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
